The Allies have launched a big push 
in Beirut, Lebanese capital and French 
key port on the Mediterranean coast, a 
Press Association message from Jeru- 
salem announced last night.

TURF FOR CLONTARF 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 
Sir.—I have been instructed by my 
Council to publish the following facts, 


not only for the benefit of the 
parishioners for whom we act, but also 
for the information of euch members 


of the public outside as may be in- 
terested. i 
For some months past the Parish 


Council has been desirous of buying 
turf in bulk with two objects in view: 
to induce those who could afford it 
to Jav in a supply before the winter 
demand, and to stack a quantity for 
the poor who cannot pay much for it, 
or even buy it at all. 

At a public meeting in Belgrove 


Schools a while ago this policy was 


put and approved. There was 
unanimous agreement that those plac- 
ing orders would pay a few shillings 
a ton extra, so that the Council could 


buv for others not so fortunately situ- 
ated. It was hoped by this means to 
provide about 100 tons for every 1,000 
tons ordered. 

The Council then began work to 
set up a Fuel Fund for people who, 
by putting in a shilling or two now 
and again, could, during the cold 
weather, buy from the parish stacks 
at a price possible only to those able 
to buy in very large quantities. 

Arrangements had been completed 
with a well-known Dublin firm to 
supply and deliver at the rate of 120 
tons per week the first 1,000 tons 
when the Order prohibiting the tran- 
sport of turf from the bog areas was 
made. Then the price was pegged, 
and this meant that even if turf were 
to become available, our scheme to 
purchase for the poor could not be 
operated, as selling above the con- 
trolled price would be necessary, 
Enquiries at the Turf Development 
Board indicate that a licence to bring 
into Dublin will almost certainly not 
be granted. A Parish Council operat- 
ing and financing a scheme—in other 
words, running its own turf bank— 
may, I believe, claim exemption with 
fair certainty, possibly because of the 
labour employed or the money already 
invested. In connection with this 
aspect, however, it should be remem- 
bered that the firm mentioned is actu- 
ally producing, and that the Order 
will render idle many men on its pay- 
roll. It should also be said that, even 
if the Council were prepared to 
2 a turf bank, the distance of 
the parish from suitable bogland 
would make us so dependent on 
mechanical transport as to rule it out, 
with nothing on wheels certain after 
the next few weeks except horse-cars 
and barrows and bicycles. l 
So. if the various Ministers (includ- 
ing An Taoiseach) have any justifica- 
tion for their recent glumness about 
coal. Clontarf will shortly find itself 
in the grip of a very serious set of 
circumstances.—Yours, etc.,

What is Truth? 

Four years ago to-day Japan launched 
her attack on China, and the occasion W J 
be observed in Japan as a day of ‘solemn 
remembrance, during which there will be 
a one-minute silence. The Japanese admit 
that more than 100,000 of their soldiers 
have lost their lives in what they continue 
to describe with delightful cynicism as the 
Chinese incident”; for officially there 
is no war between Japan and China, It 
would be impossible to assess the losses 
that have been sustained by the Ja 
during the last four years. They 
their campaign light-heartedly—a hi 
mechanised, well-equipped army, reputedly 
one of the best in the world, against a 
mere rabble of squabbling Chinese, ill- 
equipped, ill-led, and with virtually no 
mechanised force or aircraft to support 
their comic-cpera infantry. Yet, after four 
years of intense effort they still are fight- 
ing. The Japanese have made territorial 
gains, it is true. They probably have 
inflicted appalling losses on their per- 
sistent adversaries ; but it seems to be as 
difficult to fight the Chinese as it would 
be to play handball with a lump of putty, 
and, at the end of four years, most 
of the honours of war rest with the 
defenders. Japan’s material sacrifices 
must have been prodigious. The Empire's 
economic resources are not very great, 
although there is no lack of man-power ; 
and four years of continuous fighting must 
have imposed a heavy drain on them. 
To-day the Japanese seem to be just as 
far away from a decisive victory as they 
were when the war began. They have 
killed vast numbers of Chinese; but so 
far they have made no visible impression 
on the colossal reservoir of fighting men 
which is at Marshal Chiang Kai-shek’s 
disposal. So far as the outsider can 
judge, there is no particular reason why 


the Sino-Japanese war should not go on 
for another four years—or even for another 
ten. The Chinese lay no great store by 
time, and they know that the longer the 
war continues the less chance there will 
be of a Japanese triumph. The parallel 
between China and Russia is not com- 
plete; but it is so close that it hardly 
can be ignored by any student of contem- 
porary affairs. A fortnight ago yesterday 
the Germans sprang a sudden attack on 
Soviet Russia, with whom a solemn treaty 
of eternal friendship had been con- 
cluded less than two years previously. 
After their spectacular successes in other 
parts of the world—in particular against 
F rance—most people were inclined to think 
that the campaign against Russia would 
be little more than a gigantic Ariegspiel— 
military manceuvres on a big scale—and 
were prepared to see the rapid demoralisa- 
tion of the Russian Army under the 
hammer blows of General Milch’s almost 
fabulous Luftwaffe. Few, indeed, would 
have been surprised if both Leningrad and 
Moscow had fallen into German hands by 
the end of last week, because the terrain 
over which the fighting has been taking 
place is eminently suited to tank warfare. 
The fact is, however, that not only 
Leningrad and Moscow, but Smolensk and 
Kieff, still are intact. Is it possible that 
Russia may prove to be another China 


after all? 
The latest communiqués, as usual, are 


contradictory. All that can be said for 
certain is that terrific fighting still is in 
progress; that there seems to be no 
immediate possibility of another Tannen- 
berg, and that the Germans have not yet 
been able to force a break through in 
sufficient force to roll up the Russian 
line—if, indeed, one can speak of a 
“line” in the orthodox sense of the 
word—either towards the North or towards 
the South. The Germans, in their main 
bulletin, content themselves with the bald 
statement that ‘operations against the 
so-called Stalin Line are proceeding 
according to plan.” What, precisely, that 
means remains to be seen. They declare 
that they have captured 300,008 Russian 
prisoners since the campaign opened, and 
that, during the fighting west of Minsk, 
52,000 Soviet troops deserted to the 
German lines. They also claim that at 
Zhitomir, west of Kieff, the Russians 


motor lorries and eighteen railway trains, 
which were destroyed by German bombers. 
According to the German reports, the 
Luftwaffe has established a devastating 
superiority over the Soviet Air Force. On 
Saturday alone, they assert, no fewer than 
281 Russian aircraft were destroyed—183 
on the ground and ninety-eight in aerial 
combat, against a total loss of eleven 
German machines. Heavy attacks, it 
seems, were delivered from the air on 
Smolensk, an important road and railway 
junction on the way to Moscow. The 
Russian bulletins tell a slightly different 
story. They announce that the Soviet 
forces have made three ferocious counter- 
attacks—one on the Dvina river, a second 
farther North, and the third near 
Borisov, to the east of Minsk. It seems 
that the Germans had managed to force 
a crossing of the Dvina in the neighbour- 
hood of Poltak, but were driven back 
across the river, leaving, according to the 
Russians, great numbers of their troops 
dead in mid-stream. At Ostrov, some ten 
miles inside the Russian frontier from 
Latvia, on the main railway line from 
Leningrad to Dvinsk, there was snother 
counter-attack, which re-established the 
Russian positions; and, finally, in the 
Borisov sector fifty German tanks are 
reported to have been destroyed. On July 
4th, the Russians declare; sixty-one 
German aeroplanes were brought down at 
a loss of twenty-nine Soviet machines, 
while hundreds of German tanks and 
armoured vehicles were put out of action. 
So there it is. Tou pays your money, 
and you takes your choice!” Any attempt 
to reconcile the German and Russian 
bulletins would be absurd. One only must 
wait until events decide the issue. In the 
meantime, Great Britain is experiencing 
a respite from German air attacks on 
their former scale, while the British Air 
Force seems to be intensifying its raids 
on the industrial ; of Western

A Vexéd Question 
A report that 30,000 persons were 
present at the New Derby meeting at 
Newmarket some days ago has seriously 
perturbed two classes of citizens in Great 
Britain—those who are opposed to racing, 
and those who are opposed to any but 
absolutely essential motoring; for it seems 
that thousands of cars were parked near 
the racecourse. Several efforts have been 
made at Westminster to persuade the 
Government to ban horse-racing, and, 
following the appearance of photographs 
showing the big number of cars at the 
New Derby, Mr. Emmanuel Shinwell, 
Labour member for Seaham, raised the 
matter once again. He assured the House 
that he was not a “‘killjoy,” confessing 
that there had been occasions in his past 
when he wagered shillings on horses and 
lost them. He wanted a ban imposed on 
horse-racing and greyhound-racing because 
of the wastage of petrol that they in- 
volved. He said that the 30,000 persons 
at the Derby must have meant an un- 
reasonable use of the country’s resources 
at a critical time, and he described the 
fact that 900 motor cars were present at a 
recent greyhound meeting at Wimbledon 
as scandalous. In his reply, the Home 
Secretary, Mr. Herbert Morrison, defended 
the permitting of horse-racing. He spoke 
of the value of the export trade in blood- 
stock, of the mental,stimulus that millions 
of people found in a mild form of 
gambling, and of the danger of the 
workers’ productive capacity being 
reduced, instead of increased, if recreation 
was unduly restricted by the Government. 
Mr. Morrison never has been on a race- 
course in his life and he never has 
gambled; ‘‘ but,” he said to the House, 
“I must be careful not to let my own 
predilections and wishes determine my 
policy and control of the enjoyment of 
other people 
Some months ago, when the petrol 
shortage in Eire had driven the majority 
of motorists off the roads, there was a 
certain amount of criticism of the fact 
that a few persons still could obtain the 
fuel to transport them to Baldoyle and 
Leopardstown and other centres of equine 
velocity, In this country, however, horse- 
racing is so popular a sport and the 
financial importance of the bloodstock 
industry is so generally recognised, that no 
public attention was drawn to the fact 
that horse-racing was among the activities 
frequented by those who had access to 
petrol stocks. Actually, the motorist who 
has obtained legitimately a quantity of 
petrol with no condition attaching to its 
use is as well employed driving to a race 
meeting as he would be travelling up and 
down Foster avenue or in making an even- 
ing tour of the bona fide houses on the 
outskirts of the city. It is the sight of a 
large number of cars together that excites 
the wrath of the critic of waste. Referring 
to the bad impression created by the great 
gathering of cars at Newmarket, The 
Autocar makes the point that a far greater 
number of cars will be on the roads on 
any Sunday in summer, ministering to the 
health and recreation of their owners, but 
because they are scattered no resentment 
is aroused. A motorist’s basic ration of 
petrol is allowed to him for his personal 
use, with the understanding, of course, that 
the use shall be reasonable and the ration 
not wasted. If he saves’’ his ration for 
week-end trips to race meetings he is being 
neither wasteful nor unreasonable. He is, 
it may be argued, relieving the strain on 
public transport concerns whose supplies 
of fuel, whether it be coal or petrol, are 
of greater vital concern to the community 
than the half to three-quarters of a ga‘lon 
required to take the average size of car 
from Dublin to Baldoyle or Leopardstown 
and back. 


To What Base Uses! 


It is generally accepted by now that this 
war will be won or lost in the air. The 
most outstanding successes which have 
been achieved by Germany were due 
mainly to her superiority in the air, and 
at the present time all the belligerents are 
staking everything on an effort to attain 
complete air supremacy. It is interesting 
to reflect that, although most of the other 
weapons of war date from a very early 
age, the aeroplane did not appear on the 
scene in any form before the beginning of 
the present century. It is interesting to 
note, too, that, while most of the other 
weapons took many hundreds of years to 
attain their present state of development, 
the aeroplane—which, in its present form, 
is the most, perhaps, wonderful piece of 
machinery of them ,ll—took less than 
forty years to develop from a fying 
“crate” into the present elaborate 
contrivance, capable of flying at four 
hundred miles an hour and of carrying tons 
of bombs. In 1903 the brothers Wright 
flew their first petrol-driven aeroplane, and 


his seventieth birthday—talked the other 


the subject of aerial warfare and the base 
uses to which their invention has been 
put. Orville Wright, in common 
with most other intelligent men in the 
world, regrets the sad turn of events, but, 
im some respects, he must feel guilty, too; 
for, with the best intentions in the world, 
he and his brother invented a machine 
which in other men’s hands, was capable 
of causing untold damage. It is true 
that the Wright brothers, in common 
with all the other pioneers of flight, never 
visualised the possibility that their 
invention should be put to any use other 
lot. It might also be pointed out that 


Nobel, when he invented dynamite, could 
not have realised that at a later date

OLD HORSES AND DONKEYS 
BEING EXPORTED 


While one hundred and forty members of 
the Royal Zoological Society ate straw- 
berries and cream in the Zoo’’ restaurant 
on Saturday morning, behind the scenes 
keepers were wondering where the next meal 
for the lions and tigers would come from. A 
shortage of meat for the animals has arisen 
because Irish firms prefer to export old 
horses, donkeys and goats to England, where 
they can claim exorbitant prices. 

Mr. Cedric Flood, Zoo Superintendent, 
expressed indignation about this situation to 
a@ reporter. 
“I dco not mind dealers exporting 
goats, which are used for human consump- 
tion overseas, he said, but I see no 
reason why English animals should eat Irish 
food while we have not sufficient for our own 
beasts.’ 

Although the many appeals for food for 
the animals have not been completely 
ignored, the authorities at the Zoo have 
not, however, been overwhelmed by any 
means, and both Mr. Flood and Miss Gladys 
Dunbar, secretary to the Society, stressed 
the urgency of the situation. If sufficient 
support is not forthcoming, these world- 
famous lions and tigers will have to” be 
destroyed. 

Mr. Flood is confronted with many minor 
problems in addition, and one of his latest 
worries is the sea lion, who had taken up 
temporary residence in the lake while his 
pond was being reconstructed. The trouble 
is that he has taken a liking to the lake, 
with its wide expanse of water, aes 
trees, and—most important of all—its fish.

Shipbuilding, too, will come witliin the 
subjects to be discussed ; but, on the other 
hand, there is a disposition to confine the 
debate to the actual work now undertaken 
by the two Ministries concerned and to 
leave other items to more appropriate 
occasions. 


Business Insurance 


A new organisation has been set up to 
deal with claims under the business 
insurance scheme covered by the War Risks 
Insurance Act and Lloyd’s brokers, and 
the insurance companies will co-operate 
to assist the Board of Trade. Britain 
has been divided into thirty-one areas, 
each of which will have a committee to 
supervise and give recommendations as to 
the settlement of claims. London has been 
treated sepatately for the purpose of 
claims, and there will be four districts 
under one committee cf management. The 
general purpose of the scheme is to de- 
centralise the work, so that the claims 
may be dealt with in the areas in which 
they arise under the general supervision 
of the Board of Trade. By this means it 
is hoped that correspondence may he 
reduced, and settlements may be made 
promptly after the local committees are 
satisfied as to the particulars of the 
damage incurred. 


Bank Hours in London 


Banking hours in London were extended 
recently from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. to half- 
past 2. and it has been suggested that 
there should be a further extension, so 
that banking business may be transacted 
until 3 o’clock.

Eggs in Powder 


Plans for shipping eggs in powder form 
from the Uni —— 3 apply 
only to a consignment „000, 000 eggs 
„ by the British Government, and 
many eggs both from North America and 
other sources will be sent in their natural 
form. The transport of eggs in the form 
of der is no new idea, as for some 
years past they have been shi from 
several parts of the world in this way to 
save shipping space. The shells and whites _ 
are separated and dried, so that only the 
shells and the moisture are not sent. For 
cooking the eggs have proved 
quite satisfactory, and not only is much 
valuable saved, but the powder has 
been found preferable to eggs in shel! that 
have been kept for a iong time on board 
ships not fitted with apparatus for regu- 
lating the temperature of the holds. 


Jam-making 


In many rural d.stricts jam-making is 
taking place on a big scale, and many 
thousands of jars and bottles have been 
collected, to be filled by a great army of 
unpaid workers. Every jar of the jam 
made, apart from a meagre allowance to 
the makers, will to augment the 
nation’s supplies. task is the biggest 
yet undertaken by the women’s institutes, 
the scheme extending to six thousand 
places in and Wales, while 
twenty other women’s organisations are 
dealing with the urban districts. Govern- 
ment inspectors go over the jam and pass 
it when made, and at one village nearly 
two hundred pounds of gooseberry jam was 
accepted as ect. Very few institutes 
are outside the scheme, and in these cases 
satisfactory reasons have been given for 
abstention. 


Evacuated Children Scheme 


Facilities are being provided for children 
evacuated from London and other towns 
to be visited by their relatives and friends, 
and the London Passenger Transport

operating to enable as many parents as 
possible to visit their chillren during the 
fine weather.

But few 
people, perhaps, know that the country 
is exploiting her coal wealth by revolu- 
tionary methods, i. e., underground gasifi- 
cat ion! 

In 1881 Britain's Professor Ramsay 
advocated trials of this method, but his 
was a lone voice in the wilderness, and 
went unheeded by private owners of coal 
mines.

By February, 1938, gas supplied by 
underground gasification was being piped 
to a chemical coking plant.

GREAT WASTAGE 


This notice was not officially 
authorised, said Mr. W. A. Baskin, 
A.C.A:, Secretary of the Jam Manu 
facturers’ Association, but it repre- 
sented a very sensible view of a very 
serious situation taken by the manager 
of the shop concerned. There is a 
tremendous shortage of jam jars,” he 
continued, and it does not seem pos- 
sible to get the people to appreciate 
the “seriousness of the situation. All 
our jars came from England, except 
during a short period, when they were 
manufactured by the Irish glass factory 
at Ringsend. All these sources of 
supply were now stopped, and the 
manufacturers were dependant on their 
existing supplies and on such jars as 
they could induce the public to return. 
Returns, said Mr. Baskin, “are 
very small, and there is tremendous 
wastage.” . 

Asked 1f cardboard containers would 
not solve the problem, Mr. Baskin said 
that one Irish jam manufacturer tried 
meno-containers but they did not 
catch on.” The Irish public were 
very conservative on these matters: 
they expected to get their jam in glass 
jars At all events, it was quite im- 
possible to import cardboard containers 
even a8 a temporary expedient. 

A membe: of a jam manufacturing 
firm supplemented these views. We 
want all we can get returned,” he 
said. “ There is a serious shortage, but 
we cannot very well Jay ‘down a rule 
that shopkeepers must return empties, 
because they find it too difficult to 
collect them from their customers.” 


MILK BOTTLES 


This problem is just as acute in the 
milk trade. An employé of the Mer- 
ville Dairy, one ot the largest firms of 
bottled milk distributors in Dublin, 
said they had advertised and sent 
around pamphlets to their customers 
requesting the return of empties, 
but with httie result, Cardboard 
containers were impracticable. They 
found it difficult enough to get an 
adequate supply of cream cartons ) st 
now. Cardboard, or rather that par- 
ticular kind of wood pulp, was very 
scarce in England just now. If the 
firm were forced to return to the milk 
can the problem would still exist. 
These cans were mainly imported from 
Norway and Sweden, and, although 
they were made in this country, they 
were ohly turned out in very small 
numbers. “ Our yearly loss in bottles 
is amazingly large, said this in- 
formant. . People iv gar AÍ in very 
many cases never bother about return- 
ing them.. Whether they just throw 
them in the dust-bin or not, Í cannot 
sav, but in far too many cases we 
never see them agam.” 

Jam jars or empty bottles are 
never found in dust-bins,” said an 
official of the Dublin Corporation 
Cleansing Department. “* Occasionally 
an empty vinegar or medicine bottle 
turns up and is immediately picked 
out by a dealer at a disposal yard 
and resold.

ORTUNATELY for the citizens 
F of Dublin it was all purely 

theoretic. Yesterday morning, 
in six successive waves, fifty hostile 
aircraft, each with a bomb load of 
2,000lb, supposedly came over the 
city and dropped their destructive car- 
goes, mainly on the port and central 
areas.

targets in all areas. ‘‘ Casualties ” 
were heavy; several large fires 


were started; telephone communication 
broke down” completely at 11.22, 
and water, gas and electric power sup- 
plies were damaged in many dis- 
tricts. 

This was the problem which was 
dealt with competently in the sub- 
terraneous heat of the contro] centre 
by the Chief Warden and A.R.P. 
Officer, Mr. H. S8. Laurie, who wore 
his new smart grey uniform for the 
first time. With him were directors 
of the various services, Army and 
Guards officers, and as the telephones 
rang incessantly with a stream of area 
incident reports, the story of the 
raid“ gradually built itself up on 
the large scale wall map of Dublin. 
Red flags were added for fires, blue 
for high explosive bombs, black for 
the unexploded variety, and pink for 
road blocks. Outside in all the Dub- 
in wreas warning sirens wailed inter- 
mittently, and 3,600 air-raid workers, 
30 rescue squads, under Mr. H. G 
Siioums, and 1,000 first-aid workers, 
wit 15 ambulances, dealt with “a 
ver serious situation.” 

At certain fixed times sealed en- 

velopes were opened at various points 
in every area, and the local workers 
found therein the incidents.“ which 
they at once reported by ‘phone to the 
centre.

The A. R. P. workers 
and L. S. F. members (who guarded 
overground shelters) did not know the 
time of the raid and had been on 
the alert for mobilisation from 8.30 
onwards.

The Foreign Secretary pointed out 
that Britain had not only to win the 
war, but to win the peace and fashion 
a truly new order for Europe.

Mr. Eden forecast that the 
foundations of Britain's new order 
would be laid in London. With the 
German invasion of Russia the second 
world war had entered upon a wider 
phase. Hitler had all the advantages 
of initial surprise. The aggressor could 
choose his moment. but the Russians 
were clearly fighting with magnificent 
courage and t were hitting back. 
Britain shall do hex utmost to help 
them or to help anyone else who fights 
Hitler. In the military and in the 
economic sphere she shall co-operate, 
and there would be on her part neither 
reservations nor second thoughts, said 
Mr Eden. 

The Royal Air Force is now flyin 
over Germany and ris 
territories in waves throughout the 
daylight hours. We will continue to 
build up our air power until it 
dominates that of Germany over every 
battlefield. Month by month the weight 
of explosives dropped upon Germany 
will be increased. An ever-heavier blow 
will be struck at Germany’s industrial 
life. We should make the greatest 
mistake were we to imagine that the 
extension of the conflict into Russia 
ustified us in relaxing our vigour even 
or an instant. 


WAR INTENSIFIED 


In the next few months, said the 
Forei Secretary, the war will be 
intensified The pace will quicken, so 
must our enterprise.

WHY BRITISH FUNDS 
ARE RISING 


From Our LONDON FINANMCHL 
CORRESPONDENT. 


T is a proof of the underlying firm- 
[ ness of markets, especially that for 

Gilt - edged Securities, that a 
diminution in the volume of business 
last week, and a certain amount of 
profit-taking had very little adverse 
effect upon prices. 

After a quiet start the demand for 
British Government issues was resu 
and prices rose well, Local Loans, 23 
per cent. Consols and per cent. 
Conversion reaching new high levels 
since 1957, while br per cent. War 
Loan advanced to the highest on 
Thursday last since the end of March. 
The rise was accompanied by a re- 
vival of the rumour that the Govern- 
ment will shortly offer a new loan on 
less favourable terms to the buyers 
than existing securities, and that at 
the same time one or more of the 
present “tap” issues would be with- 
drawn. 

Nothing official has yet been announced, 
but the rumour increased the demand, and. 
as holders are not selling in any large 
quantity, the market supply of stock is 
small. The generally firm tendency was 
— due to the strong resistance of the 

ussian forces against the jJierman attack, 
but business quietened considerably on Fri- 
day, because of the possibility of — ant 
developments in the big conflict during the 
week end. 

Some of the buying of Gilt-edged has 
been speculative, as, although transactions 
are for cash, contango business havihg 
heen suspended, professional operators can 
usually depend upon a run of four or five 
days, or even longer, in which time an 
acceptable profit may accrue to those who 
bought for the rise. 


SMALLER YIELDS 


Owing to the improvement in prices, 
nearly all the principal Gilt-edged stocks 
gave less to new buyers than at the end 
of March last, but the decline is not very 
important. It is most pronounced in Con- 
sols 21 p.c., Conversion 2 p.c., and Local 
Loans 3 p.c. where, however, it is less 
than . D.C. These stocks havg been 
favoured because of the scope for apprecia- 
tion provided by a security quo well 
below par in the event ed still cheaper 
money. 

It is to be noted, too, that the returns 
on these three investments 
about 21 p.c. to a little over 3 
smaller figure relates to 2 p.c. Conversion, 
which is essentially a short-dated security, 
for it may be paid off in 1943, and j 
not run beyond 1945. In this instance 
the return allows for redemption, but in the 
others the flat yield is indicated, as the 
stocks have no definite redemption date. 

The return obtainable from other. British 
Punds varies from 2% p.c., the prospective 
yield from 24 p.c. Defence Bonds, to about 
33 „ which can be expected from Vic- 
tory Bonds. The last-named = security 
showed no a preciation on balance for the 
three months period which ended on June 
30. the indicated yield being a shade 
higher than at the end of March last. 


EQUITY VALUES 


During the three months to the end “of 
June there was also an appreciable rise in 
Equity values. the average movement 
havng been about 10 per cent.. a rather 
surprising development seeing that dividend 

rospects of late have not improved, largely
